Volunteers have approached 
area governmental! units, includ- 

the Edwardsville City Coun- 
cil and Tewnship Board, Nameo- 
ki Township, the Granite City 
Park District and Pontoon 
Beach, seeking their support. 

Governmental involvement is 
considered essential to qualify 
for grants of up to 50 percent of 
the cost. Reimbursement is 
offered by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation Bikeway 
Program to local units of gov- 
ernment for purchase and devel- 
opment 

“We have a chance for some 
unit of government to acquire 
the trail without a significant 
procurement cost,’’ a written 
report by volunteer trail chair- 
man Arnold said. 

“What is needed is for some 
unit of government to file this 
application.”

sibility for ownership and for a 
maintenance agreement that 
would be signed with service 
clubs or volunteers at a later 
time. 

Projected costs for acquisition 
and development of the trail are 
$102,500 for the city of Edwards- 
ville’s 5.3-mile portion, from 
Market Bas! BI 
$2,000 from Edwardsville Town- 
ship for a 1.6-mile stretch 
extending from Interstate 270 to

No cost was estimated for the 
village of Pontoon Beach. 

No breakdown was given on 
how much of the $185,000 total 
would go for the land purchase 
and how much for development 
costs. 

Board Member Louis Whitsell 
voted against the resolution, He 
was chairman of the Madison 
County parks and recreation 
committee when the trail was 
initially developed.

Whitsell recommended drop- 
ping references to joint sponsor- 
ship and joint management in 
the resolution and replacing it 
with a desire to participate.

Volunteers have voiced hope 
that the trail can become part of 
a network from Collinsville and 
Edwardsville westward to the 
Mississippi River levee, up to 
Alton, crossing the river and 
extending all the way to Sedalia, 
Mo., and possibly Kansas City.

Haitians deserve a chance 


When an 82-year-old woman believes in a cause so strongly 
she is willing to die for it, it is news. When that woman is 
Katherine Dunham, who has done so much for residents of 
the Metro East area through her dance troupe and social 
pfograms, we believe the cause deserves close consideration 

er or not we agree with her methods. 

Twenty-five days ago, Dunham vowed to fast until the 
federal government grgents temporary protective status to 
Haitian refugees who d their country in the wake of a 
military takeover of the government. 

The federal government began deporting the refugees this 
month, claiming their flight was based on bad economic 
conditions and not on a political threat. Furthermore, 
according to the immigration officials, the Haitians cannot 
prove they face death or reprisals if they return to Haiti. 

If we can put faith in the federal government’s ability to 
accurately read the political implications of foreign revolu- 
tions, if we can put faith in its ability to accurately predict the 
outcome of revolutionary changes in foreign governments, 
then it’s possible to believe the federal government made the 
right decision in the case of the Haitiang. 

But, in this century, the federal government dismissed, as 
exaggeration, the claims of refugees from Stalin’s Russia, 
Hitler’s Germany and Pol Pot’s Cambodia. In each case, the 
political dead ujtimately numbered in the millions. 

In the past few decades, the federal government failed to 
predict the fall of the shah of Iran, the fall of Ferdinand 

‘arcos of the Philippines and the fall of Eastern Europe and 
the Soviet Empire. 

In the past year, the federal government inaccurately 
anticipated that Saddam Hussein would fall from power if his 
forces were driven out of Kuwait and back into Iraq. 

With a track record like that, it would be hard to feel 
comfortable in accepting anything the federal government 


sees in its crystal ball. 


And what of the claim the Haitians are only ‘‘economic’’ 
refugees? There can be no doubt that poor economic condi- 
tions in Haiti played a role in the refugees’ decision to leave 
their homes and families and risk everything to reach the 


United States. 


It is doubtful, however, that a poor employment outlook 
alone can force such a drastic action. After all, the double- 
digit unemployed of the Granite City area, whose economic 
outlook is as bleak as any in memory, haven't boarded boats 
and gone beating on the door of Germany or Japan. The idea 


of them doing so would rightfully be ridiculed. 


Finally, there is the question of the refugees not being able 
to prove that bad things will happen if they return to Haiti. 
This is a perversion of one of America’s most basic princi- 

Jes — the government, with all of its vast resources, must 

ar the burden of proof. To make an exception én the case of 
the Haitians, to shift the burden onto the shoulders of the 
individual, is striking a blow at the very foundation of 


America.

If Mencken~were making that comment today, he would no 
doubt include a reference to working women as well as men — 
‘and probably use the term “‘social. engineers” instead of “‘uplift- 


ers.”" 


Otherwise, his observation remains as biting and pertinent today 


as-when he penned it. 


As our national government wanders farther and farther from 
fiscal reality, piling up debt so massive it can scarcely be imag- 
ined, it is tempting to forget uncomfortable truths like the one 
Mencken cited. 
Too easily we entertain futile hopes that some future stroke of 
legislative legerdemain will make the national debt disappear 
overnight.

But fantasies will not spare us our day of reckoning. Sooner or
